Wheat and Oats Are 
Said to Be Damaged 
By the Sand Storms 


G reat dam age to Oklahoma w heat 
and oats on sandy lands resulted 
from the exceptionally high wind 
and sand storm s of tne central and 
w estern portions of the state dur­ 
ing the last week, according to the 
weekly crop report for the state is­ 
sued W ednesday by J. P. Slaughter, 
m eteoroligist. 
The condition of the oat crop as 
a whole is only fair, the report indi­ 
cated and in m an / localities the 
oats have a thin stand. 
» 
In reference to the freeze of April j 
4 and 5 the report said th a t near­ 
ly all peaches were killed and that 
it now appears th at there will be 
only a 
IO to 20 percent norm al 
crop. O ther fru it trees were dam ­ 
aged 25 to 90 percent in various 
parts of the state. Oats, alfalfa, po­ 
tatoes 
and 
truck 
were 
seriously 
dam aged and are recovering slow­ 
ly. 
Early planted corn was frozen to 
the ground In the central and south­ 
ern portions and probably 50 per­ 
cent will have 
to 
be 
replanted. 
W heat generally made little pro­ 
gress and the condition of the crop 
ranges from 
poor to good. 
Corn 
planting 
progresses 
satisfactorily 
with soil generally in good condi­ 
tion. The preparation of the ground 
for 
cotton 
is 
well 
advanced 
but 
planting has not yet begun. The sea­ 
son is late for all crops and alfalfa 
and 
pastures 
are 
m aking 
slow 
grow th,” the report concluded.
